assets and property in the state. He also

Mr. Bucky tells the attorney general that 
information supplied by the supreme lodge 
of the order shows that the order ls carrying 
ingurance of the fourth class amounting to 
$20, 667,500, with cash on hand amounting to 
$615,068. 

Uses Letter to Client, 

With the letter Mr. Bueky sent cophes of 
communications from the central organisga- . 
tion te a client of his, Thomes Barber of 
Brooklyn. It is on information as to the 
business of the order given in there letters 
that the lawyer bases his request for the | 
appointment of a receiver.

The government 
troops when they occupied the island met 
with noresistance, the few mutinous marines 
remaining ther promptly surrendering The 
larger number had been killed or wounded 
or placed under arrest while attempting to 
swim:to the main land.

AUTHORITY ON WOMEN DEAD 


Emil Reich, Authorand Lecturer, 
Succumbs in London. 


WRITER ON MANY THEMES. 


Most Widely’ Known for Analytical 
Lentures on Feminine. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—Emil Reich, author 
and lecturer on history. is dead in this city. 
He was born at Eperjes. Hungary, in 1854. 


AUTHORITY ON FEMININE. 

Dr. Reich, an able writer and lecturer on 
many subjects, was perhaps most widely 
known for his analytical lectures on womdn, 
and came to be regarded asa world authority 
on the feminine. 

In London he was a social lion, and peer- 
esses and other women flocked to hear his 
lectures 

He became the leader of a Plato cult among 
the women of high society. In a comparizon 
of the women of the leading nations he said: 

“All American women have dreams of 
being wealthy, and no matter how poor they 
are, should their husband ‘ strike luck,’ they 
immediately begin to make a great show. 
This is not the case with women of other 
aationalities."’ 


English Women More: Domestic. 

“The English and French women are more 
domestic; they love their homes, their-hus- 
bands, their chiidren. They do not have 
dreams of ambition such as the American 
women indulge in; and if the French or Eng- 
lish women's husbands suddenly become im- 
mensely wealthy. it does not effect a radical, 
overwhelming change in the women them- 
scives. But all American women—no matter 
how poor they are—are potentially the same. 
Give them the chance to be rich, and they 
cannot resist showing their true colors. 

„ Where the American woman shows her 
superiority over women of other national- 
ities. particularly the English, is her splendid 
personal physique. It is an immense asset 
and wins for her many conquests.” 

His bodk, ** Woman Through the Ages,” 
appeared two years ago. 

His studies of the feminine character led 
him to oppose woman suffrage. 

“The suffragists say that what they desire 
ie progress.” he once remarked, but it has 
been tried hundreds ot times in the Itallan 
republics and elsewhere, and has always 
been found wanting. If. the British govern- 


LIBERALS’ “PLOT” 


Says British People Will Not 
Accept Home Rule Which 
Is “Smuggled In.” 


HINTS AT VETO REPEAL. 


Government Keeps Up Lead It 
Has Made in the General 
Elections. 


[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Dec. 12-—A. J. Balfour, leader 
of the opposition, in a speech at Dalford 
tonight denounced what he described es the 
government's plot to smuggle through home 
rule after abolishing the power of the second 
chamber and declared the country wae not 
going to acquiesce in the-scheme. He made 
the point that the responsible members of the 
government kept home rule in the back- 
ground until 500 seats had been filled, cen- 
tering their efforts on the veto question 

Baitour warned the Liberais that the coun- 
try was not going to accept their new single 
chamber device. He was pot prepared to 
admit that, even with a radical majority, the 
veto bill would become a law, but if it did, it 
need not for a moment be thought that would 
end the matter. He added: 
We are not going to sit down under so 
preposterous a scheme as that proposed to be 
hastily cooked up and thrown at the heads of 
the two houses of parliament, I had almost 
said at the sovereign. in the way the veto 
bill has been cooked up and thrown at our 
heads. The scheme itself is preposterous and 
impracticable.”. 


Hints at Future Repeal. 

Mr. Balfour made it clear that it is the 
intention of the Unionists, if the veto bill is 
imposed upon them, to repeal it when their 
turn at power comes. The government, he 
said, could not make their decision on con- 
atitutional questions final. 

The time would come when statesmen of 
a different way of thinking would hold the 
reins of power, and would be able, on the 
question of the relations between the two 
houses and the relations of the people to 
the two houses, to mold it on the lines which 
Lord Lansdowne and the other Unionist 
leaders had made clear, but, while the veto 
bill was not the final solution of the consti- 
tutional question; once they gave home rule, 
he could not see how they were going to 
withdraw the gift. 

How could they, he asked, reverse the con- 
dition of things, which at least was as nec- 
essary to the interests of Ireland as to the 
remainder of the united kingdom? 

Mr. Balfour appealed to the country not to 
allow the government to shatter the consti- 
tution, which hitherto had been the envy 
of the civilized world. 


Liberals Keep Their Lead. 

Election returns today leave the govern- 
ment one seat to the good, the Unionists hav- 
ing gained twenty-one seats from the govern- 
ment, and the government coalition twenty 
two seats from the Unionists in the election 
of 518 members out of 670.

A bottle has been picked up on the beach 
at Santa Maria containing a, crap of paper 
on which, written in Greek, ig an account of 
the terrible situation of a Greek steamer, the 
name of which fs undecipherable It states 
that eight of the crew had been drowned. 
while the remainder was in a starving con- 
dition, the supplies of water and provisions 
having become exhausted The. statement, 
which is signed by the captain of the vessel, 
does not give the steamer’s destination or 
the location when the bottle was thrown over- 
board. 

The steamer Tifiis of the Roya! Mai] Steam 
Packet company, a British concern, struck 
submerged rocks near Puerto Cruz, Teneriffe, 
and founcered.

and for the impert of manufactured cotton 
and prints from Great Britain. 

Mitchell Henry wea educated as a surgeon 
and was in practice as a consulting surgeon 
of some note in London when he was called 
by his father’s death to take charge of the 
business, and two years afterward he pur- 
chased some 14,000 acres of mountain and 
moor land. stretching down to the shores of 
the Atlantic. in Galway, and built there 
Kylemore castle on the foundations of an 
old and magnificent castle which had de- 
longed to the Blakes of Ricevyle, one of the 
most ancient families of Ireland, from whom, 
indeed, Mitchel] Henry purchased the place 
It figures in one of the best known of 
Charles Lever’s novels. “ Bishop's Folly,” 
which plays so prominent a role in the 
“ Bramieighs of Bishop's Folly,” u Kyle- 
more castle, and the Bramieighs are none 
other than the Blakes.

ART EXHIBITION OPENS. 

Washington. D. C.. Dee. a. The third ex- 
hibition of off paintings by contemporary 
American artists at the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art. formally was opened tonight with a brii- 
Nant gathering representing the best in the 
artistic, literary, official. and social life of 
Washington. The four prises given by wo- 
uam A. Clarke were awarded tn this exhidi- 
tion as followa: 

First prize and the Corcoran gold medal, to 
Eémyuné C. Tarbell of Boston; second prise 
and the Corcoran silver medal, to Gari Mel- 


ent Duchess of Manchester and her father, 
Eugene Zimmerman. 

During the forty years that Mitchell Henry 
owned Kylemore it was his boast that he 
had never evicted a tenant or raised a rent.

Hildyard of Unthank hall, Durham, and 
Gaddesby hall in Leicemershire, is gen- 
erally construed by the friends and acquaint- 
ances of the Egerton family as due to the fact 
that the marriage took place under the 
auspices of the Duchess of Buckingham and 
Chandos, who gave the wedding breakfast 
and received the marriage guests in her 
house in Hyde Park gardens after the wed- 
ding. 

The duchess isa the widow of the late Lord 
Egerton, whose earldom became extinet at 
hie death and whose barony passed to his

| NEW LIBRARY FOR ENGLEWOOD. 


Chicago's newest public library, the Hiram 
Kelly branch, which is nearing completion, at 
Normal avenue and Sixty-second street. is 
to be replete with features new to the reading 
public. 

The library was made possible through 
am endowment and bequest by the late 
Hiram Kelly of $200 000, which. through the 
management of the library board. since has 
been Increased to $265000. The building is 
two stories high and is of steel construction, 
with brick walls and Bedford stone columns. 
It covers @ ground area of 90 feet by 50 feet. 

— 

To the east of the building there is an out- 
door reading room for summer use which 
opens directly into the main interior reading 
room. Vines and flowers will screen off the 
outdoor place, and it is so arranged that the 
building will protect it from the direct rays 
of the sun, 

The interior ts arranged so that all de- 
partments can be controlled from a central 
counter in the loan department. which faces 
the main entrance. AH pariitions are of 
giass, so the Hbrerian and asnistants can see 
over all the lower floor.

A separate department fer children, lo- 
eated to one side of the central room and in 
charge of a children's librarian, the first one 
to be employed by the library board in Chi- 
oago, is to have a special collection of 8,000 
books, 

Children up to 14 years old will be welcomed 
into the children’s department, and thease 
older than 14 years can use it if they desire. 

Opposite the chiiéren’s department will be 
the adults’ department, equipped with a new 
collection ef booke comprising over 10,000 
at the beginning and which willbe increased 
eventually to over 16,000. 

It is planned to establish an automobile 
delivery service between the branch and the 
central library downtown to effect delivery of 
telephone orders before evening of the same 
day 

Invitations will be extended to women's 
and other clubs to use an auditorium on the 
second floor for meetings, lectures, or other

Prizes for Political Essays. 

The study of current politics in the colleges 
of the middle west is to be stimulated by an 
annual prize foundation given by President 
N. W. Harris of the Harris Trust and Sav- 
ings bank of Chicago. Mr. Harris will give 
$500 a year in prizes for essays on political 
science, $250 as the first prize, and five others 
of $50 each. These will reward the next best 
essays from undergraduates of ail colleges 
in IHinols, Indiana, lows, Michigan, Minne 
sota. and Wisconsin. 

“There have been as many and as serious 
cases of public fraud, graft, and neglect of 
duty in the last twelve months as in any year 
of our history,” said Mr. Harris in his an- 
nouncement of the prises. No progress 
seems to have been made ip the development 
of public conacience. 

„There is a vital lack in the political educa- 
tion and the public environment of our youth. 
It is as essential that our young men shoyld 
be thoroughly trained for political life as for 
any profession.” 

The foundation is to be known ag the Har- 
rig political science prises. Prof. N. Dwight 
Harris, profesear of European and diplomatic 
history. in Northwestern univereity,. son of 
the giver, is chairman of the committee on 
the prize essays The other members are: 
Alderman Charles E. Merriam, University 
of Chicago; Prof. John A. Fairlie, University 
of [linois; Prof. John H. Gray, University 
of Minnesota; Prof. Pau) . Reinsch, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin; Prof. Benjamin F. 
Shambaugh, University ef Iowa; Pref. 
Thomas F. Moran, Purdwe university.

MASON SUMMARILY OUSTED. 


Other Officials Yield; Bartzen Holds 
Seeret Session Before Meeting. 


Three new county civil service commis- 
sioners. a new county agent. and a new euper- 
intendent of Oak Forest infirmary were ap- 
pointed yesterday by President Peter Bartgen 
and confirmed by the county board. 

Before making the appointments, President 
Bartzen removed Commissioner Charles T. 
Mason on the basis that hia “actions as a 
member of the civil service commission show 
him not sufficiently competent to perform 
satisfactorily the duties of his office.” 

There were no specifications as to what ac- 
tions of Mr. Mason had established his “ in- 
competency,” nor did the county board de- 
mand to know, and the members of the board 
did not ask any questions, but confirmed the 
appointments of John P. McGoerty. Ballard 
Dunn, and John Fichter—the latter being the 
Republican member—without @ murmur of 
dissent. 

Former Mayor Oak Forest Head. 

Edward N. Stein, former mayor of Blue 
Island, was appointed superintendent of the 
Qak Park infirmary, Joseph Meyer was ap- 
pointed to sucéeed John W. Belmont as coun- 


ty agent, and Paul Gerhardt was given the | 


position as county architect in place of Wü - 
liam Holabird. Both Belmont and Holabird 
resigned earlier in the day. 

As soon as President Bartzen reached his 
office in the morning he sent for the two civil 
service commissioners whose terms have not 
expired—Charies D. Gastfield and Mr. Ma- 
gon. He asked them to resign, and Gastfield 
complied promptly with his request, but Mr. 
Mason refused, saying that his term had not 
expired. He ts a Republican. He was un- 
mediatély removed. 

MeGeorty Civil Service Chairman? 

John P. MeGoorty is scheduled to be chair- 
man of the new civi’ service board, replacing 
Christopher Hafner, whose term expired co- 
incident with the inauguration of the new 
board of county commissioners. He is a 
lawyer, and has been nominated by Demo- 
crate as judge of the Circuit court, but al- 
waye has failed of election. Dunn, who suc- 
ceeds Mason, is an employé of an afternoon 
newspaper, and John Fichter is a real estate 
dealer on the north side. 

As superintendent of the Oak Forest in- 
firmary Mr. Stein will receive $3,600 a year, 
the appropriation having been made by the 
poard during its meeting on the recommenda- 
tion of the finance committee. The boar 
also passed a resolution requiring the new 
county architect to give bond for $50,000 
to indemnify the county ageinet any loss 
on bulldings due to his carelessness or to im- 
proper specifications.

SPECIAL ADVICE BY CHIEF. 


Urges Care with Clubs and Kindness to 
„First Time Prisoners.“ 


Chief of Police Steward yesterday issued 
the firat copies of the revised rule book of his 
department, which has occupied much of 
his attention since his entrance into the office. 

In strong contrast to the former bulky vol- 
ume, minus many of the regulations of the 
force and bewilderingly Indexed, the new 
booklet, which will fit inte a vest pocket, was 
declared by comman@ing officers a distinct 
advance. It contains about a dozen new 
rules. three times that many improvements 
in rules, and nearly all the language has 
been rewritten Into clear, concige terms. 


New Rules Are Added. 

Aside from its systematic arrangement, the 
book contains rules governing many of the 
innovations introduced since Col Steward 
became chief. The most important of these 
concern the school of instruction for recruits, 
the new board of award, the keeping of serv- 
ice records, and the new trafiic regulations. 

In addition to rules there are many para- 
graphs inserted which have been issued by 
Chief Steward in hip orders, but escaped 
public attention. Some of touch on the 
prosecution of persons guilty of cruelty to 
animais, on the care of insane persons, and 
the searching of prisoners.

Indorsement of Chicago’s paving construc- 
tlon and repair work was expressed to the 
city council last evening in the report of 
Samuel Whinery, an expert employed by the 
Merriam commission to investigate those 
subjects. 

His approva! wea given to the board of local 
Improvement for its organization and sys- 
tem for new construction, and to the present 
heads of the department of public works for 
the revised methods of handling repair work 
throughout the city. The pointe criticized 
by him chiefly were technical matters such 
as specifications; but in this respect he held 
Chicago to be as well served as any other 
American city. 

Because of the exhaustion of the com- 


was not able to make his investigation as 
thorough as he wished, and his report waa 
incomplete. His inspection of the work as 
far as be and his assistants went, he said, 
left a fevorable impression with him, this 
and that upon the police department being 
the only two thus far made by the commis- 
ston found free from strong criticism. 


Praises Bureau of Records. 

Speaking of the work of the local board in 
the construction of street pavings and side- 
walks, he said that in general he found it 
conducted with at least as much care and ef- 
ficiency as in the average large city of Amer- 
lca.

Speaking of the present organization of 
the bureau of streets of the public works de- 
partment which handies street repairs. he 
praised without mentioning them by name, 
Commissioner Mullaney, and Deputy Com- 
missioner Hewitt. 

The organization of the bureau has been 
overhauled.“ he sald. “In short the system 
and businesslike methods now in force will, 
if properly administered, prevent a repeti- 
tion of the conditions that prevailed under 
the McGovern contract of 1008-1908.“ 

In connection with the wheel tax, Engineer 
Whinery held that the method of its ex- 
penditure should rest entirely with the com- 
missioner of public works, without interfer- 
ence from the council. 


Suggestions Carried Out. 

A second report submited to the council 
by the commission was not go favorable to 
the city government. It covered the con- 
struction of the southwest land tunnel, and 
in speaking of it Commissioner Mullaney 
declared unintentionally K presented an un- 
fair view of present methods of his depart- 
ment. 

“ The report is the result of an investigation 
made last spring.“ he sald, and appears to 
be the result of an inquiry just completed. 
Many of the suggestions made already have 
deen carried out.“ 

The greater part of the report Is the report 
of Engineer A. J. Hammond, who conducted 
the investigation, the one finding of the com, 
mission itself, preceding his Gndings, being 
as follows:

SAID TO HAVE BEEN BOUGHT. 


Bamored in La Salle Street That P. A 


Valentine, Reorganizer of the Com- 
pany, Gets Outstanding Securities. 


A rumor in La Salle street yesterday was 
that P. A. Valentine of New York, whe re 
organized the Booth Fisheries company and 
has since retained heavy holdings in the con- 
pany’s securities, has purchased enough of 
the outstanding securities to give him con- 
trol ad the next annual meeting. 

By the terms of the reorganization P. A. 
Valentine agreed to pay $1,000,000 cash to the 
creditors of A. Booth & Co., which company 
was bought over for $1.000,000 in foreclosure, 
and also to give them 61.00 000 of 5 per cent 
debentures and $2,500,000 of the commen 
stock of the company. 

The terms of the debenture issue demanéed 
the payment of 5780 O00 within eight yeera, 
and the balance within fifteen years. 

In the last two weeks the Booth securities 
have resumed the activity of last summer, 
the voting certificates being perticularty 
active, working up with the common stock 
bout six pointa. The 1017 maturity of the 
debentures bas also been entirely picked up 
within the last few das at around 8 The 
retirement of this block would not only make 
possible the payment of the full 6 per cent 
preferred dividends, but would remove the 
control of the creditors’ committee ip the 
naming of a directorate majority. Retire 
ment at par would also give a neat profit to 
the bond purchasers. 

F. C. Letts, president of the company, said 
the directorate does not contemplate the re- 
tiremem of the bonds more rapidly than the 
agreement specification, $75.000 per year.

In 1909 the railroads earned $93,000,000 
more net revenue than they did in 1908, and 
for the first five months of 1919 have earned 
$33.000,000 more net revenue than they did 
in the five corresponding months of the 
previous year. 

These figures prove that there ie no rea- 
sonable basis upon which the railroads can 
Gemand an advance in freight rates. Upon 
the contrary, they prove conclusively that 
reilroad rates are already too high.“ 


Scores the Dishonest Judge. 

“The judge on the bench who insists on 
holding the corporation responsible for vio- 
lation of law, and not being able to send

But, though Miss Lillington and Mr. Bernstein 
propose, an impossible cast disposes, and 30 
“The Whirlwind,” baffled by a stormshed of 
bad acting, becomes a mild sephyr. The persons 
of the drama are characters of presumable dis- 
tinction, as investigation of the titles in the play 
bill will show, and for their proper representa- 
tion a ce authority of manner is asential 
to illusion. Illington’s assistants to the 
proceeding, evidently collected from the by- 
ways instead of the highways, are an awkward, 
unmagnetic, unknowing squad of van who 
ruthlessly ravish the play of every vest of 
probability. It has been said that “The Deep 
Purple” ig a triumph of good acting over a bad 
play; in The Whirlwind the pretty good play 
is prostrate under the onslaughts of bad players. 
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As suggested above, Miss IIlington is to be 
excepted from this critical wail. In the play 
she is the daughter of a bourgeois snob, mar- 
ried to a titled nonentity and in love with «4 
picturesque aristocrat who gambles and loses. 
He loses 20 much, in fact, that ruin in its most 
conventional function, stares him in the eye. 
So, to save him for herself she applies first to 
a money lender, then to a discarded suitor, 
who bargains for her body, and finally to her 
father, who forces from her a confession of 
her sin. Throughout the minor incidents: of 
the story Miss Illington is very nice and quiet 
and sincere, discarditig absolutely those be- 
dizened habits of diction and gesture which 
used to make her an actress instead of a 
woman. The ultra elegance of her elocution 
which formerly seemed acquired now appears 
to be inherent and real—and, we believe, she 
achieves this impeccant fashion of, speech 
more than any American star. With Miss 
Maxine Elliott, as it used to be with Miss III- 
ington, it is a superficial acquisition, an af- 
fectation, instead of an inborn manner. 

. — 

Even when the time comes for the “big 
scene” in “The “Whirlwind” Miss Illington 
forbears these embellishments, and though the 
speech is in the accepted and conventional bra- 
vura method, she projects it with a maximum 
of verity. This is where, in her encounter with 
her father. she accuses him of robbing her of 
her life’s happiness—of making her. marry a 
man she does not love and of forcing her into 
a liaison with the man she thinks she loves. 
is one of those rhetorical, phrased, and punctu- 
ated speeches which make the drama more or 
lens of a joke, and it is accompanied by Miss 
INington with all of those sigmata of voice and 
movement which are in the accepted equipment 
of an “emotional actress.” Yet through her 
earnestness in it all, her utter abandonment to 
her feelings in the crisis, she causes it to be 
effectual, though « bit shoddy, and she leaves 
the audience with it, moved and unashamed. 
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It should be said, by way of information, that 
this lover, after the lady of his heart has ar- 
ranged his financial affairs so that he may pro- 
ceed umhampered with money obligations, goes 
into his bedroom and puts a bullet through his 
heart. The tragedy occurs while Miss Illington 
is come to him with the news of his deliver- 
ance and is strewing roses around his sitting 
room. Mr. Walyer Edwards, who played this 
lover, seemed to be one of those unfortunate 
actors who know how a thing should be done. 
yet are unable to do it. He ie not ot the ro- 
mantic mold, and ft was impossible to imagine 
that a creature so lovely as Miss IIlington 
would be making all these sacrifices in his de- 
half. Still, a woman’s lovers are usually as in- 
explicable as her husbands, and so we shall 
restrain our indifference over Mr. Edwards’ im- 
personation. In the last act he was beautifully 
quiet and in earnest in his colloquy with the 
lady’s father, and he gave us every reason to 
believe he followed Mrs. Gabler’s admonition, 
and did it beautifully. But he wore his evening 
clothes irresolutely, and he embraced his lady 
love with the easy grace of an unskilled floor 
walker; stumbling over chairs and obsessed by 
his patent leather boots. However, though the 
general performance of The Whirlwind” may 
have been inept, it served to establish Miss 
IHington in the mind of one playgoer at least 
as a powerful and skillful “emotional actress 
-~one of the very best that the stage of this 
continent affords.

Crew and Passengers of the Alaskan 
Vessel Olympic Are Taken of After 
ee et. 


Valdes, Alaska, Dec. Dec. the passengers 
and crew—numsbering 128 persons in all—today 
were taken off the steamship Olympia, which 
went on the rocks at Bligh island, Prince Wil- 
nam sound, Saturday night. With the mails 
and baggage they were taken to Valdes and 
Elemar. 

The vessel, bound for Alaskan ports, ran 
into a fierce gale Saturday night. The vessel 
became unmanageable and spun around wild- 
ly, landing squarely on the reef at midnight. 
The weather was bitter cold. A saloon door 
on the windward side of the ship having deen 
opened, the combined efforts of three men 
were required to close it. The officers dared 
not send, out the lifeboat on account of the 
high sea and the intense cold. They were 

confident that the hull of the Olympia would 
hoki together until aid arrived. 

The wireless operator, George L. Hayes of 
Seattle, 24 years old, sent distress messages 
until the water deprived him of his battery. 
After that he lay down, connecting his re- 
ceivers over his ears. At 11 a. m. Sunday he 
heard a message from Cordova which said:

about 8 

Darkness was falling on the short Alaskan 
day when at 8 o'clock, fifteen hours after 
the Olympia struck, the government launch, 
Lieut. Donaldson, and the steamer Juno 
came into sight. ' 

The storm had abated and the Olympia was 
resting quietly. The rescue boats went to 
the lee side of the steamship and without 
difficulty 123 persons, passengers and crew, 
were taken off, together with mail, express, 
and baggage.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The annuad 
report of Attorney General Wickersham, 
presented to congress today, is one long 
story of fraud against the governmnt.

Mr. Wickersham states that only the 
earnest and enthusiastic work of the men of 
his force has made the work of prosecution 
successful. 

“The salaries paid are small,“ he says, 
“and the funds available for special coun- 
ge] do not permit the payment of fees which 
bear any comparison with those offered by 
private interests. But, notwithstanding these 
obstacles, the department is fortunate in 
‘having heen able to obtain the services of 
earnest and competent lawyers, to whose 
ability and industry are due the large meas- 
ure of success that has attended the man- 
agement of the legal business of the govern 
ment dufing the year.“
